 Break the isolation families of suicide loss often feel

 Provide mentorship and professional therapeutic services  

 Identify healthy coping skills for managing grief  
 
Throughout the day, campers will partake in traditional camp activities as well as therapeutic 
peer-to-peer sessions facilitated by trained clinicians. Trained volunteers, some of whom are 
also survivors of suicide loss, will be available throughout the day to assist in camper needs.
